During the past few weeks, sev- 
eral municipalities and the Coun- 
ty of Lake have received a total 
of. £36,890 in grants from the Illi- 
nois Law. Enforcement Commis-

This money has been awarded 
for numerous programs which 
come under the Omnibus Crime 
Control and Safe Streets Act of 
1068 in the government's concert- 
ed drive against crime. ' 

.The City of Waukegan's Police 
Department received a total of 
$9,612 for various types of equip- 
ment in addition to $3,155 which 
was. awarded for the establish- 
ment, , equipment and. training of 
an.' Arson and Bomb Investiga- 
tion Squad, which is to be a com- 
bined . effort, on the part , of the 
Waukegan Fire Department , and. 
the Police Department. >. 

.Jack Hoogasian, State's Attor- 
ney for Lake County, received a 
grant of $1,675 which provided. a 
refresher course at Northwestern 
University for five of his Assist- 
ants. Lake Forest Police De- 
partment received a grant for 
equipment in the amount of 
$5,415; Lake BliuT Police Depart- 
ment received $7,089 for equip- 
ment and Dcerfield Police 'De- 
partment received $9,944 .for 
equipment . ■, 



He said the 12 per cent increase 
goes to totally disabled' veterans, 
including those who also receive 
additional compensation for such 
disabilities as deafness, blind- 
ness, and the loss of— or loss of 
use of—arms and feet.

A- little noted but highly signifi- 
cant change in law regulating the 
office of Illinois State Treasurer 
now requires .a ' full public dis- 
closure of locations and amounts 
of all the Treasurer's investment 
accounts, State' Senator Alan J. 
Dixon of Belleville, the Demo* 
critic' candidate for State. Treas- 
urer, said today in the first of 
a series of position papers about 
the .office' he seeks. 
, Senator Dixon, was chief spon- 
sor of a bill winch mode this pub* 
lie disclosure mandatory by the 
Stab. Treasurer. 

' These long overdue changes are 
the first substantive ones made 
In the State Treasurer's office in 
the last go years, the Senator 
said.- "If this legal requirement 
had been in effect in the last .60 
years, we would not have seen as 
much abuse of personal responsi- 
bilities by many past State Treas- 
urers," he said. 

Senator Dixon explained that 
trie present State. Treasurer, Ad* 
lai Stevenson III, has established 
a policy of full, public disclosure. 
"However, this policy was dictat- 
ed by .Treasurer Stevenson's good. 
judgment and was not required 
by any law." he added. 

.Under- the recently passed 
Dixon bills, the State Treasurer 
must now disclose how much of 
the state's money is on deposit, 
in what bank it is deposited in, 
arid what interest rate is. being 
paTd on each of those deposits," 
Senator Dixon said. 

The bill also, included other sub* 
•tantive changes which Senator 
Dixon' will discuss in full and 
complete detail in the future po- 
sition papers. 

Senator Dixon said: "All taint 
of politics which formerly sur* 
rounded the. award of state de- 
posits by the treasurer is now 
eliminated. This establishes a 
thorough protective measure for 
the citizens of Illinois whose mon- 
ey Is handled by the Treasurer." 

As a result of .this change, a 



recorded statistic is now a mat- 
ter of public record for all citi- 
zens or group of citizens, Sena* 
tor Dixon explained. 

"As a practicing attorney and 
a director of one of the 'larger 
down state banks. (First National 
Bank of Belleville), I have had 
the opportunity to observe that 
this change and others are wel- 
comed and widely supported by 
tire banking community," Senator 
Dixon said. 

"The previous practice of not 
making a full and public disclos- 
ure of state deposits often gener- 
ated criticism and suspicion,", he 
said. : "The banking community 
itself, I 1 have been repeatedly ad- 
vised, has long wanted the -elim- 
ination of such situations which 
in many instances, undeservedly 
cause such criticism and sus- 
picion" ' 

Senator Dixon has served 20 
years in the Illinois \Gcncral As- 
sembly, 12 years in the House 
and 8 years in the Senate. In 
the House he was chairman of the 
powerful Judiciary Committee 
for 2 sessions. He also served 
on every other important com- 
mute during, his 12 years in the 
House.

Many parents are unaware 
their youngsters may have a 
vision problem which can de- 
crease his enjoyment df lcarni 
ing about his world .during his 
pro-school years and will- serious- 
ly affect his school' achievement. 

"One such vision problem which 
can be detected at an early age 
and which can usually be 'rem- 
edied with early care is ambly- 
opia, a term used for unexplain- 
ed reduction of visual acuity 
(clearness of vision)," Floyd Mizc- 
ncr, O.D., President of the Illi- 
nois Optometric Association said. 

"Unexplained" means that even 
with proper corrective lenses and 
in the absence of detectable eye 
disease, the acuity of the eye is 
still below normal, 11- almost al- 
ways affects only one eye and 
it is generally agreed that this 
eye must have best correctable 
visual- acuity of 20/40 or less t<L 
be considered amblyopic. « '■'' 

"Amblyopia is limited almost 
entirely to persons who have 
strabismus, that is 'turned eye* 
or anisometropia, that is refrac- 
tive error of one eye which is 
very different' from that of the 
other eye," the Illinois Optomet- 
ric Association stated. "The cx- 
act cause of functional ambly- 
opia is unknown. It probably re- 
sults from a form of neural in- 
hibition in the visual pathways 
In the brain," they added. 

Because only central vision is 
affected by amblyopia, an ambly- 
opic eye Is never blind in the 
sense, of being entirely sightless 
or "blacked out." Since it usual- 
ly affects only ono eye, children 
arc often aware of it and will un- 
knowingly depend upon tlje nor- 
mal eye for all visual tasks, 
"Actually, a child with any vision 
problem is usually unaware that

To effectively detect, amblyopia 
and other vision problems, par- 
ents should be certain their chil- 
dren have a professional vision 
examination by a vision care
